GM Dealers Get Two-Year Contracts 


Preference Policy Activated; Drops Termination Without Stated Cause: 
Davis Appointed Ford Director of Sales and Advertising; 
June Car Quota Cut; Used Car Stocks Drop 


A new dealer selling agreement, to ex- 
pire two years after new-car production 
is resumed, was announced last week 
by General Motors Corp. The new con- 
tract—covering Buick, Cadillac, Chev- 
rolet, Oldsmobile and Pontiac dealers—gives tangible ex- 
pression to the policy, announced by GM in 1942 and 1943, 
which provides a preferred position for two years after 
production is resumed to those dealers who maintained 
active service facilities during the war. 

In the new agreement, the provision for termination 
without stated cause has been eliminated. Previously, the 
corporation could terminate an agreement in the months 
of July, August and September each year without stating 
the cause. Under the new contract, the corporation now 
has the right to terminate a contract for unsatisfactory per- 
formance on the part of the dealer, this provision being 
added to the previous list of causes for termination which 
include death, aia _. etc. 


GM Extends 
Term of Its 
Agreements 


Viewed by GM officials as enabling 
dealers to plan with greater assur- 
ance and hence be able to operate 
more effectively in postwar, the new 
agreement incorporates the changes 
and modifications which were prompted by wartime gov- 
ernmental regulations. These include the clauses regard- 
ing infringement, bootlegging, claims of loss on leaseholds, 
a rider transferring contractual relationship from the dis- 
solved General Motors Sales Corp. to General Motors Corp., 
and an addendum changing the “genuine parts” clause. 
The clauses on infringement and bootlegging become effec- 
tive when governmental regulations on new cars are lifted, 
upon notice by the divisions. 

At least three months before expiration of the new 
agreement—this will vary since the two-year term will 
start on the day that each of the five divisions produces 
its first new car—it is the intention of the five GM 
divisions to offer new selling agreements to dealers who 
have satisfactorily fulfilled terms and conditions of the 
then current selling agreements. GM officials said it is 
impossible to forecast at this time the terms and other 
conditions of the contract which may then be offered since 
they will be determined by circumstances prevailing at that 
time. The objective, however, will be to maintain mutually 
satisfactory and continuing dealer relationships with the 
minimum of changes or substitutions, it was declared. 

In this regard, a GM official pointed out the corpora- 
tion’s past record in improving the dealer franchise. Prior 
to 1939, he said, the selling agreements contained the 
provision that termination could be effected by a division 
at any time on three months’ notice without stated cause. 
In 1939, this provision was changed, restricting termina- 
tion without stated cause to be effective only in July, 
August and September of any year. In practical applica- 
tion, the 1939 change extended the selling agreement to 
a year’s duration except for termination for specific causes 
or breach of agreement. The new agreement, currently 
being signed by dealers, will have a life of at least 217, 
years, perhaps three years, depending on how soon new- 
car production is resumed.

New Trucks Stand Idle 
As Allocations Bog 


Because of the Washington bottleneck on approval 
of new truck certificates, the Hartford (Conn.) ODT 
Maintenance Advisory committee has called on ODT to 
permit local officers to allocate and issue certificates for 
commercial vehicles up to and including 16,000 pounds 
gross vehicle weight. Applicants must now wait from 
six weeks to two months for Washington approval, and 
the Hartford committee believes that the decentral- 
ization proposal would materially aid those in urgent 
need of new trucks.

The Hartford proposal again emphasizes the point 
that increased truck production will not serve to save 
America’s transportation system, if the new vehicles 
are not put into the hands of essential civilian users 
quickly. 

That something must be done soon is evidenced by 
the fact that ODT’s Washington office now has a 
stockpile of about 9,000 applications, with new ones 
coming in at a rate of about 600 a day. Under the 
present setup, ODT is able to process only about 400 
applications daily, and is considering a moratorium on 
consideration of applications until it’s able to catch up. 
That proposal, however, is hardly a solution to getting 
vitally-needed trucks quickly into user hands. 


x k * 


After July 1, ODT will have entire responsibility for 
allocation and approval of applications for new trucks, 
since the agency is taking approval authority out of 
the hands of ICC officers and giving it to district ODT 
offices. In addition, WPB, which has been doing the 
paper work on applications, will turn that job over to 
ODT on the same date. We hope that, under this new 
setup—or through the decentralization move suggested 
by Hartford—ODT will be able to move new trucks 
into users hands quickly. 


John R. Davis has been appointed 
director of sales and advertising for 
Ford Motor Co., Henry Ford II, 
executive vice-president, announced 
Thursday. A member of the Ford

In a letter to dealers, 
Ford said: “Our entire sales structure, in 
our opinion, is now better organized to 
meet present and postwar conditions for, 
in addition to the appointment of Davis, 
we have recently segregated our 33 branch 
territories into six regions (see AUTOMOTIVE

WPB Eases Restrictions 
On Service Equipment 


WASHINGTON .—-Citing the need 
for increasing rebuilding and re- 
conditioning of automotive vehicles 
and industrial engines of all types, 
the War Production Board last 
week relaxed restrictions on the 
manufacture of many types of au- 
tomotive maintenance equipment. 

Restrictions on the manufacture 
of tire-changing tools, antifreeze 
testers, battery fillers and battery 
hydrometers were removed. 

Officials explained that tire- 
changing tools were removed from 
the order because they are not 
under the jurisdiction of the rub- 
ber director, while antifreeze 
testers, battery hydrometers and 
battery fillers were eliminated be- 
cause they had been improperly 
classified as automotive mainte- 
nance equipment. 

In the case of 17 items, the limi- 
tation on production is raised from 
20 to 100 percent of the 1941 figure. 
One hundred percent of 1941 pro- 
duction also is premitted for a long 
list of other items formerly lim- 
ited to 75 percent of the base

WASHINGTON. — Civilian users 
and holders of government exemp- 
tion permits were allotted 3,230 
vehicles under operation of the 
truck rationing program Apr. 30- 
May 6, the Automotive division of 
the War Production Board an- 
nounced last week.

OPA Extends 
Price Control 


On Antifreeze 


WASHINGTON. = Two changes 
in provisions of the regulation gov- 
erning prices of antifreeze were 
announced last week by the Office 
of Price Administration. The 
changes are designed to bring all 
sales and deliveries of antifreeze 
under price control and to facili- 
tate uniform distribution of stocks 
to all parts of the country. 

By this action, effective June 3, 
it was explained, maximum prices 
on inter-distributor sales, formerly 
exempt from direct price control, 
will be the ceiling prices already 
established for sales to retailers. 

The regulation also provided that 
sales and deliveries of antifreeze 
for which maximum prices were 
not specifically established by its 
provisions would not be subject to 
the General Maximum Price Regu- 
lation. The effect of these provi- 
sions was to exempt from direct 
price control a large number of 
inter-distributor sales, such as 
various jobber-to-jobber transac- 
tions. 

The second change made by the 
amendment reduces from five to 
three cents a gallon the freight 
absorption required of jobbers of 
Type N (natural volatile alcohol 
base) and Type S (synthetic vola- 
tile alcohol base) antifreeze on in- 
dividual shipments to retailers.

To Be Feature 
Of SAE Parley — 


DETROIT. — Practical engineer- 
ing previews of postwar automo- 
biles will be presented at SAE Na- 
tional War Materiel Meeting June 
5-7 in Book-Cadillac Hotel here 
as part of a three-day discussion 
of engineering aspects of war-ma- 
teriel production. 


Program of the meeting has been 
described by General Manager 
John A. C. Warner, of the Society 
of Automotive Engineers, as_ in- 
dicative of the way wartime auto- 
motive engineering projects con- 
tribute directly to postwar devel- 
opments. 

“The purpose of this meeting,” 
he explained, “is to aid the Army 
and Navy in disseminating engi- 
neering information pertinent to 
production of war materiel and to 
facilitate engineering discussion of 
tough wartime production prob- 
lems. 


“Yet postwar implications are 
inescapable. Technical papers on 
hydraulic transmissions; on adapta- 
tion of aircraft production methods, 
aircraft-type structures, and air- 
craft engines to ground vehicles; 
and on chemical surface treat- 
ments to improve war materiels 
and on heat treatment of steel, all 
contain information which will be 
directly helpful to production for 
civilian needs when peace returns.”
